Paul Bradshaw, who testified 
yesterday, told the committee 
that she and Bradshaw made 
tape recordings to establish who 
the real culprits were in the 
bombing of the non-union con- 
struction job. 


The names of Hubshman and 
Joseph Malloy have come up 
frequently in public hearings on 
the Scranton situation being 
conducted by the Senate rack- 
ets investigating committee. 
The hearings are in their sec- 
ond day. 

Hubshman told the Senators 
he now is under indictment at 
Scranton for malicious mischief 
in connection with the stench- 
bombing of a bakery the 
Teamsters were attempting to 
organize. 

Hubshman had been described 
in earlier testimony as a sort 
of enforcer with his fists and 
otherwise for Teamsters busi- 
ness agents at Scranton and 
their allies in the construction 
trades. 

Malloy’s name has been men- 
tioned in connection with sabo- 
tage of non-union projects, in 
addition to the dynamiting. He | 
told the committee he would 
not answer questions because 
he is under indictment 
pushing over a wall of a build- 
ing being built with non-union | 
labor at Scranton.

WASHINGTON, April 17 (AP) 
‘— The House yesterday ap- 
proved $600,000 for entertain- 
ment by United States diplomats 
abroad, after the annual battle 
over “whisky money.”

Unenthusiastic Reception. 

Instead of being received 
with open arms, she and Brad- 
shaw were placed under a po- 
lice guard, Miss Canfield testi- 
fied.

- CARTOONIST'S DEPORTATION 
SUSPENDED BY CONGRESS 


WASHINGTON, April 17 (UP) 
—The House acted yesterday ta 
suspend deportation proceed- 
ings against Jacob Burck, Pulit- 
zer prize-wininng cartoonist for 
the Chicago Sun-Times. It 
unanimously approved a con- 
current Senate resolution sus- 
pending deportation for Burck 
and 131 other aliens. The reso- 
lution does not require presi- 
dential action. 


Burck, an artist on the St. 
Louis Post-Dispatch from July 
3, 1937 to Aug. 20, 1938, has 
been cartoonist. of the Sun- 
Times since 1938. Burck, a na- 
tive of Poland and a resident of 
the United Sttaes for more than 
40 years, had been declared de- 
portable because of admitted 
membership in the Communist 
party for a brief period in the 
1930s. Burck, at a hearing, had 
admitted he joined the Com- 
munist party while living in 
New York. He said he did so 
because as a struggling artist 
he believed it would help him 
in selling murals to the Soviet 
government and an occasional 
cartoon to the Daily Worker, 
Communist newspaper. He said 
he paid dues of 25 cents a werk 
for two weeks and attended a 
few meetings of the party. 

He has been retained in his 
job in the Sun-Timés through-

AT MONSANTO PLANT 


CHARLESTON, W. Va. April 
17 (UP)—An explosion at a 
Monsanto Chemical Co. plant 
near here leveled a three-story 
building yesterday, killing five 
workmen, seriously injuring 
four others and unleashing chlo- 
rine fumes which forced 1500 
persons to leave their homes. 

The blast, of undetermined 
origin, blew apart the building, 


lone of several single-unit struc- | 
‘tures known as “shells,” at the 


sprawling Monsanto installation 
at Nitro, W. Va., 15 miles from 
here. 

State police ordered more 
than 1800 persons to leave when 
the chlorine fumes spread from 
the wrecked building. Company 
firemen quickly halted the es- 
cape of the gas and the resi- 
dents later were allowed to re- 
turn to their homes 

Plant manager John McClain 
said he believed the fumes were 
‘non-toxic’ but ordered test. 

Two WCHS-TV cameramen, 
Bill Kelly and Dave Riley, were 
overcome by gas while taking 
pictures and were admitted to 
Charleston General Hospital for 


treatment. 
A company spokesman said 
the explosion occurred in a 


building manufacturing several 


types of chemicals, principally 
insect sprays. 

The remainder of the plant 
returned to normal production 
at midnight, about seven hours 
after the blast. The plant em- 
ploys 600 persons.

Louis A. Shoss, real estate 
dealer, was found guilty of ob-

va commercial building. 


Theodore testified he gave 
Shoss the $1000 in August 1955 
as a preliminary to obtaining 
a 99-year lease on vacant land 
at the northwest corner of 
Woodson and Olive Street 
roads, University City. He said 
the deal failed to go through 


» and he was unable to obtain 


return of his money. 

Another prosecution witness, 
Gus Trakas, 3118 Lucas and 
Hunt road, Normandy, corrobo- 
‘rated Theodore’s testimony that 
Shoss had claimed to have an 
‘option to lease the property. 
M, H. Johnson of Cornet & Zei- 
‘big, Inc., real estate firm hand- 
ling the property, and John 
Jones, 9124 St. Charles Rock 
road, president of the firm that 
owned the tract, both testified 


no option to lease had been is- | 


ued. 

Shoss was the only defense 
witness. He said he had not 
claimed to have an option to 
‘lease, but told Theodore he 
needed the $1000 in order to 
try to obtain such an option. 

Late in October 1955, he 


said, he told Theodore the deal | 


had fallen through. He said he 
explained he had lost a sub- 
etantial amount of money and 
was unable to return the $1000 
at that time, but offered to 
“amortize” the amount. Theo- 
dore replied that something 
would be worked out, Shoss 
said. He added he had offered 


to pay back part of the $1000,

Mavor Tucker's address to the Board of 
Aldermen—the first official act of his second 
term—was as direct and to the point as a good, 
clear lecture in a university classroom. The 
Mayor's theme, abundantly illustrated, pointed 
up the hard fact that a great deal still needs 
doing in St, Louis and that the Aldermen are 
expected to carry their share of the burden. 

What the Mayor said he hoped from the 
Aldermen—and what the vast majority of St. 
Louisans also expect—is an approach to munic- 
ipal problems based on the need of the city 
as a whole, not the special interests of neigh- 
borhoods, races, or other minorities. 

At times this can make for difficult decisions, 
but as Mr. Tucker said: “One of the prime 
reasons we were elected was to make just such 
decisions.

Typical of the city-wide legislation expected 
from the Aldermen is approval of the Ozark 
Expressway route across South St. Louis. This 
has been blocked for two years by “aldermanic 
courtesy” to several South Side Aldermen who 
have been fronting for a few property owners. 
The expressway is virtually a gift from the 
Fedefal Government, and legislation paving the 


way for its construction ought to have top

Senator Hennings is not impressed by the 
State Department's refusal to give a new pass- 
port to William Worthy, Baltimore news cor- 
respondent who defied the ban of Secretary 
Dulles on travel of American reporters to Com- 
munist China. 

Missouri's senior Senator says he will press 
still further for congressional action to limit 
the power of the Secretary of State over the 
rights of all citizens to travel abroad.

The ground given by the State Depart- 
ment for denying Mr. Worthy’s passport 
was that granting it would not be “in the 
best interests of the United States.” I be- 
lieve such a broad and vague phrase gives 
entirely too great a discretionary power to 
the issuers of passports. The right of Amer- 
ican citizens to travel wherever they please 
at their own expense and risk is basic to 
their freedom. We want no iron barriers 
here similar to those which are used by 
totalitarian states to keep their citizens at 
home, or to say in what foreign land they 
may go “in the interest of” the government. 

The American system is one in which the 

state is the servant of the citizen, rather 

than one in which the citizen is the servant 
of the state. Moreover, I believe strongly 
that barring American newsmen from going 
wherever they will is to deny to the Ameri- 

can people as a whole the benefits of a 

free press. 

Answering a press conference question, Pres- 
ident Eisenhower said that if news was kept from 
him, he did not.“kKnow about it. We wonder if 
anybody on the White House staff has reported 
to the President these words by Senator Hen- 
nings. 


Kerala: A Chance for the Reds 


It is doubtful that Communism ever had a 
better chance to make the most of an oppor- 
tunity than it now has in Kerala, smallest and 
poorest of the Indian states. The combination 
of the highest literacy rate and the worst eco- 
nomic conditions makes Kerala fertile ground 
for the first Communist Government to’ win 
power through the ballot box alone. 

In none of the other 13 Indian states with 
elected legislatures did they get as much as 
20 per cent of the seats won by Nehru’s Con- 
gress Party. But in Kerala they did win a 
bare majority in the state legislature. 

The question now is: Can a Communist state 
regime operate to advantage in a non-Com- 
munist national system without help of Red 
military or police power? And will it spread 
from Kerala into other areas in this south- 
western part of India where misery abounds? 

The Indian Government, the Congress party 
and probably the Reds themselves know that 
the March election victory came about simply 
because the people of Kerala sought to protest 
against the lethargy and corruption of the pre- 
ceding Cengress administrators in the state. 
The Communists can play their hand carefully 
if they do as is expected and adopt as their own 
the most radical election promises of the Con- 
gress party and the most radical of the Govern- 
ment planners’ suggestions. 

Some of these lush campaign promises, if 


carried out, could ameliorate conditions for the 


poverty-stricken. It is unlikely the makers of 
the promises would be able to cry out against 
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Communist attempts to make good on them by 
proxy. Although the Communists and their tricks 
are well known they are now upon a stage 


where they can put their best foot forward. Can . 


they adapt themselves to the restrained role 
they must play? They will not have long, for 
the conditions in Kerala are so bad that if they 
are not ameliorated quickly things will get 
out of hana. 
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The Tariff on Fiddles 


President Eisenhower struck a blow for par- 
ents who must listen to school orchestras play 
“Pomp and Circumstance” at graduation exer- 
cises when he decided against higher tariffs 
on imported violins and violas costing less 
than $25. 

The principal market for lower-priced violins 
and violas is the school orchestras of the coun- 
try. Schools generally prefer the imported 
product because it makes a less hideous noise 
in the hands of a young fiddler than the domes- 
tic product. Domestic violins and violas in 
the lower price ranges are sold mostly to what 
is called the “folk music market,” which we 
take to mean hill-billy fiddlers. 


The United States Tariff Commission, after 
hearing evidence in the case, voted 3 to 2, with 
one member absent, in favor of a higher tariff. 
The President’s reasons for disallowing the 
increase strike us as cegent. One reason is that 
very few imported violins sell for less than 
$25, and the domestic industry admits that the 
imports are preferred in school orchestras not 
because they are cheaper, which they aren't, 
but just because they sound better. 


A very few domestic violins and violas meet 
school standards of quality and these do indeed 
cost more than the imports. But should bar- 
riers be raised against all imports to protect a 
very small portion of the domestic production? 
Violin and viola imports have increased in 
recent years, following tariff reductions in 
1948 and 1953, but they are still below their 
prewar volume. Should they be reduced still 
further? The White House thought not, and its 
grounds seem to us persuasive. 


But perhaps the most striking aspect of the 
case is the extent of the industry for whose 
protection all these bureaucratic wheels turned 
over. Violins and violas costing less than $29 
are produced in this country by exactly one 
manufacturer. The number of employes engaged 
in producing them is approximately 30. 

Certainly it would make very little sense to 
impose a barrier to international trade just for 
the potential benefit of one manufacturer and 
30 employes—especially when the result might 
be to increase the agony of school audiences the 
country over. For the White House tariff staff, 
a salute—in horng and woodwinds. 
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How Do Our Senators Stand? 

One of the chief needs of the Bi-State Dev 
opment Agency is authority from the Missouri 
Legislature that will allow Bi-State’s bonds to 
be purchased for trust investment. Trusts form 
an important capital source and the strictures 
which shut them away from Bi-State will be 
a serious financial block to the constructive 
public works of Bi-State as long as they exist. 

If the effect of the amendment to the Bi-State 
bill, as reported out by the State Senate Ju- 
diciary Committee, is to keep this restric- 
tion in force, then the St. Louis members of 
the Senate have some work to do on the floor. 
Because of the rule of secrecy in committee 
votes at Jefferson City, the public does not 
know who voted for the hobbling amendment 
and who voted against it. 

St. Louis and St. Louis county together send 
10 State Senators to Jefferson City—almost a 
third of the entire body. It is inconceivable 
that 10 Senators of the 34, determined to pass 
adequate Bi-State supporting legislation, will 
not win out. It is also unreasonable that Illinois 
should be expected to give Bi-State better sup- 
port than Missouri. 

Just how does each St. Louis area State Sen- 
ator stand on Bi-State? The Post-Dispatch will 
be glad to print their views for the information 
of their constituents. 
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Not Our Poor Relations 

Noting that United States private investment 
in Latin America now stands at more than seven 
billion dollars, Assistant Secretary of State Rob- 
ert Hill has advised 19 Latin-American ambas- 
sadors that their countries must rely on private, 
not public, capital. 

This is a homily which the Latin Americans 
have heard before, usually when hoping ‘for 
more economic aid. It is also generally true. 
But a review of private investment figures shows 
that American private capital is not the sole 
hope of the South American economy. 


First, the growth of this capital has been 
erratic. Investments stood close to seven bil- 
lions a year ago, but the rate of investment was 
high after World War II, and then declined 
sharply until last year, when it rose once more. 


Second, investments from the United States 
are spotty. More than a billion dollars has been 
invested in both Venezuela and Brazil, while 
Cuba ranks third and Chile fourth in this re- 
spect. Most of the money has gone to the na- 
tions with oil, ores, coffee and sugar; others 
have received little capital. 


Third, United States investments in 1954 rep- 
resented 10 per cent of the total investment in 
Latin America. Most of the capital came from 
Latin Americans. 


As Mr. Hill noted in his speech, there still is 
room for public aid in places which private in- 
vestment has neglected. In any case, there is 
little room for the misconception that the United 
States is supporting its Southern neighbors and 
can afford to treat them like poor relations. 
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Right-to-Work Sandwich 


The Kansas: Legislature has produced a state 
constitutional “package” of three amendments, 
involving non-political choice of Supreme Court 
justices, flood control and a “right-to-work” 
plan. Putting the latter controversial item 
between two commendable ones produces some- 
thing more like a sandwich than a package,. and 
may make the bread taste sour. 

As The Kansas City Star observes, “The polit- 
ical wisdom of Republicans in submitting ‘right- 
to-work’ again, after what happened in 1956, is 
questionable.” What happened in 1956 was 
that Kansas voters were so disgusted at Repub- 
lican leadership, which had split jn part over 
the same right-to-work issue, that they elected 
a Democratic Governor, George Docking. 

It is difficult to see how Republican legis- 
lators could hope to embarrass a Democratic 
Governor with an anti-labor plan which he is 
virtually committed to veto, and which has 
caused only trouble in G.O.P. ranks. Nor does 
it seem likely that Kansans would stick such 
a proposal in a State Constitution which has 
proved nearly impervious to change for a hun- 
dred years. Missouri politics is often puzzling, 
but Kansas politics seems:as clear as gumbo.

Joe Blow Looks at the Legislature 


The Mirror 
of 
Public Opinion 


Everybody was for the pay increase for legislators, editorial 
says —- everybody but Joe Blow, who did the voting; he 
wonders if present Legislature is giving him enough for his 
money; he wonders if one-house legislature would do better.

Everybody who is anybody, from the 
Governor on down, indorsed the pay 
raise for legislators: the State Cham- 
ber of Commerce. the labor unions, the 
editors, the teachers, the public ex- 
penditure survey; the accountants, the 
bankets, the chiropractors; the optom- 
etrists, public officials and lawyers; 
the manufacturers, morticians and mo- 
tel operators. 

Everybody but Joe Blow, who did the 
voting, and who allowed he wasn't get- 
ting his money’s worth, 

The Legislature, the papers said, was 
collectively very angry when the re- 
turns came in. , 

This left Joe Blow a little puzzled. 
He remembered only a few months ago 
that candidates solicited his vote for 
Representative and Senator, leaving the 
strong impression they would consider 
it a favor if they got elected. None of 
them regarded the job as a sole means 
of support, nor full-time occupation, 
and Joe was surprised when the matter 
of legislative pay turned out to be an 
emergency issue requiring a _ special 
election. He is very sorry if any of 
his friends are mad at him for the way 
he voted. 

Joe likes the men and women in the 
General Assembly, as individuals. After 
all, he sent them there. But he has 
had good reason, over a long period of 
years, to be unhappy with their per- 
formance as a legislative body. 


He has noticed that it is possible, 
under some circumstances, for legisla- 
tion to proceed promptly through both 
houses. An amazing record was made 
by the recent special-election bills. But 
Joe waited for years and years and 
years before the General Assembly 
could get around to a half-way reason- 
able drivers’ license law, and he fs still 
waiting for a highway-speed law, which 


may come this session. No well-heeled 
lobby ever seemed to care about the 
Blows who were getting killed on the 
highways. 

Then, too, Joe feels like nobody was 
thinking about his interests when some 
laws were passed. Like that one which 
makes it mandatory, after Joe dies, 
for his heirs to employ a lawyer and 
pay him 5 per cent of the value of the 
estate. In the past, many estates have 
gone quite satisfactorily through pro- 
bate court without any such arrange- 
ment, and Joe preferred letting his 
heirs decide about the necessity for a 
lawyer. He thinks he got gypped on 
this one. 

He wonders, too, about some other 
things the Legislature is disinterested 
in. Like archaic title laws. If Joe 
owned a $13,000 automobile, which he 
does not, he could transfer the title on 
it for $2, but it will cost him from $20 
up to give title to a $750 town lot he’s 
owned for years and years. 


The Torrens system is available to 
put horse-sense into title matters, but 
the Legislature could never muster the 
courage to enact it. 

Joe Blow, we maintain, is not a 
stingy man, but he believes that a pay 
raise alone is not the cure for what is 
wrong with our Legislature, and he is 
going to have to be shown more for his 
money before he votes for a substan- 
tial salary increase. 

Perhaps he would agree that a 70- 
member one-house Legislature, some- 
thing like Nebraska’s, is what would be 
best with a pay increase. Just because 
it is opposed. by all the lobbyists is no 
sign it wouldn’t appeal to Joe. He 
doesn’t always go by what those fellows 
say, anyway, as he has just proved. 
Why not give him a chance to vote 
on it? 


Tribute to Mayor Tucker * 
From The Kansas City Times 


Those familiar with the political cli- 
mate in St. Louis were not surprised 
by the smashing re-election of Mayor 
Raymond R. Tucker. For four years 
this university professor, turned man 
of action, has given our sister Missouri 
metropolis a brilliant administration, 
and one which~has earned national 
recognition for both the Mayor and 
his city. 

It would be no overstatement to say 
that under the generalship of Raymond 
Tucker the course of one of America’s 
greatest cities has been changed. In 
1953, St. Louis was on the verge of 
municipal bankruptcy. It was a run- 
down, antiquated city. In contrast, last 
December St. Louis won the All-Amer- 
ica cities award. 

The turning point was Tucker's elec- 
tion. But, of course, one man did not 
do this job alone. Tucker has had the 
solid backing of the voters. Through 


Civic Progress, Inc., the top business 
leadership was brought into the pic- 


ture. Labor support was vital at many 
junctures. “‘No mayor of St. Louis has 
ever received the help I've had,” 


Tucker says. 


But as captain of the team, the mayor 
has called the shots. Here are some 
of the results: A public improvement 
program, backed by $110,639,000 in 
bonds; the proposed new city charter, 
a tentative draft of which is already 
completed; the Memorial Plaza project, 
and the earnings tax, passed under his 
generalship despite initial opposition 
both in St. Louis and the Missouri 
Legislature. 


It is not surprising that the St. Louis 
electorate by a majority of almost 34% 
to 1 decided to give Raymond Roche 
Tucker more time to complete his pro- 
gram.

A Marvelous System for Paying Debts

with official disfavor.

Between Book Ends 


Child in a Jungle 


JANE, by Phyllis Bottorne. (Vanguard, 304 
pas., $3.95.) 


Jane knows nothing of compassion, 
let alone love. Her world was the 
slums of London. Her tutor in life 
was George, the professional criminal 
who had rescued her for his own pur- 
poses from an auto wreck on the Amer- 
ican desert. Under his painstaking 
guidance, she became at 15 the slick- 
est girl pickpocket in Soho. But the 
pair came a cropper when they turned 
to burglary. Jane got caught. When 
George abducted her, they resumed 
their hunted life together—until Jane 
learned that George was a killer! 

Sounds grim? Well, it isn’t—mostly 
because it’s been written by a master 
story-teller more concerned with pace 
than realism, more aware of the hu- 
man soul than devoted to human de- 
pravity. Here is a plot which flies 
with suspense, a half-dozen created 
characters who know joy and sorrow. 
Miss Bottome 
writes with sure- 
ness and the skill 
of a professional— 
and all the past 
readers of “Mortal 
Storm” and “Pri- 
vate Worlds” know 
her for that. But 
she has a deep feel- 
ing for the beauty 
and the pathos of

But it’s not all tea and crumpets, 
this story. The American episode by 
which Jane comes into George’s hands 
and is transported across the Atlantic 
—that’s on the fantastic side. And 
some of the other twists and turns in 
the plot are not always credible. 


Why cavil, though, when the story 
unreels so tantalizing a lure always 
on the very next page? Or when the 
line is spun with such easy grace 
around Jane and blonde beautiful Elsie, 
a patient at the Remand Home, or the 
kind and stern integrity of Miss Bart- 
lett who knew that a girl had to find 
her own way through the storm? Here’s 
a store indeed of inimitable people: 
Ma, the hulking old woman who lived 
on gin and evil; Rusty, the grease- 
stained mechanic who loved only his 
motors; and proud, self-sufficient Run- 
dle, the cat who tolerated Jane’s af- 
fection, 


Mostly, however, it’s the story of 
Jane, half-girl, half-woman, mature be- 
yond her years one minute, and the 
next, a child fighting her way alone in 
a jungle universe. And it’s also about 
George, cold, selfish, another like Jane 
as an abandoned boy of seven, but long 
since given over to the single drive of 
his own personal furies. 


This isn’t a classic, but who cares? 
Not this reviewer, who tips his hat with 
pleasure to Miss Bottome, who knows 
people, who loves the human race, who 
—most of all—writes with a perfect 
command of her craft.

EXTRADITION, 
DENES MURDER 


By a Special Correspondent of 
the Post-Dispatch. 
DETROIT, April 17 — L. 
Ewing Scott, former St. Louisan 
arrested Monday after United 
States and Canadian authorities 
had sought him for 11 months 


on a charge of killing his 


wealthy wife, said today he will | 


fight extradition to California 
to face triat on the murder in- 
dictment. 

He denied emphatically he 
killed his 63-year-old wife, the 
five-times married Mrs. Evelyn 
Throsby Scott, who has been 
missing since May 16, 1955, 
from her fashionable Be] Air 
home near Los Angeles. 


Scott called the murder 
charge “‘asinine’’ and “just plain 
ridiculous and stupid.” He said 
killing his wife was “the last 
thing I'd want to do.” 

In the meantime, California 
authorities were taking steps to 
return him: Gov. Goodwin J. 
Knight said Michigan's Gov. G. 
Mennen Williains will be ‘asked 


to extradite Scott on Cali- 
fornia’s indictment. 
Detective Chief J. Gordon 


Bowers and Sheriff Eugene W. 
Biscailuz of Los Angeles were 
preparing to come here to pick 
up the elusive Scott, sought 
since last Mav tf when he dis- 
appeared from California, 
Held Without Bail. 

Scott is being held without 
bail for a removal hearing May 
7 in United States District 
Court here. In requesting that 
no bond be fixed, George E. 
Woods, chief assistant United 
States Attorney here, pointed 
out that the death penalty could 
be imposed for a murder con- 
viction in California. 

When arraigned before Judge 
Thomas P. Thornton, Scott 
stood mute. He was later taken 
to the Wayne county jail. 

When Federal Bureau of In- 
vestigation agents searched the 
silver-haired, debonair, 60-year- 
old Scott, they found $10,400 in 
a money belt he was wearing. 
The money was in $100 and $20 
bills 

When reporters asked if the 
$10,400 came from his wife's 
$600,000 estate, Scott = said: 
“That's all tripe.” He spelled 
out “tripe.” 

Then he added: “I déal in in- 
vestments. I don't invest any- 
body's else's money — just my 
own.” 

He said he got his start 
through = speculations. When 
Scott lived in St. Louis, he was 
manager for a time for an in- 
vestment firm. He later worked 
or an oil company there, but 
moved to California 20 years 
ago. 

Known As Spender. 

He was known for his high- 
spending in Los Angeles, where 
he kept company with an attrac- 
tive. divorcee. He had a dinner 
date with her shortly before his 
disappaearance. 

Canadian authorities learned 
he also began a courtship of a 
middle-aged school teacher at 
Barrie, Ontario, but she stated 
she did not “like his type,” de- 
claring he was “too smooth.” 

The long search for Scott 
ended when he tried to drive an 
unlicensed automobile into 
Canada. When he applied for a 
permit, a customs inspector at 
Windsor Ontario, recognized the 
name given, “Lewis Stewart,” as 
an alias of the fugitive. 

Scott refused for a long time 
to admit his identity, but final- 
ly said calmly, “I’m the man on 
the flyer,” referring to circu- 
lars issued requesting his cap- 
ture. 

He refused to disclose his 
whereabouts or discuss his ac- 
tivities in the last 11 months 
but said he was “hounded” out 
of California by police and a 
hostile press. 

‘Followed ‘Everywhere.’ 

“I was being hounded and 
followed everywhere,” he stat- 
ed. “I was pre-tried and pre- 
judged by the California pa- 
pers, which distorted the true 


facts in the case. My innocence 
will be established at the proper 
time.” 

Asked if he thought his wife 
is alive, he replied: “I’ve got 
some theories on that subject 
and so have other people.’ He 
added: “We got a lot of clues, 
but we were never able to find 
her.” 

The only traces found of Mrs. 
Scott since her disappearance 
were a denture and pair of eye- 
glasses discovered near the 
home. Scott said then his wife 
often left for days at a time 
without explanation, and he ex- 
pressed confidence she would 
return. He told authorities he 
last saw her when he went to a 
drug store to buy tooth paste. 

Scott was charged with for- 
gery and grand theft in the 
administration of his wife's 
estate in indictments returned 
in Los Angeles April 16/ 1956 
He forfeited a $25,000 bond 
posted on these eharges when 
he disappeared the following 
month. The murder indictment 
was returned last Oct. 16 and a 
federal fugitive warrant was is- 
sued for his arrest. 


Accounts in St. Louis Banks. 


Existence of $10,000 accounts 
in Mrs. Scott’s name in two St. 
Louis banks—First National and 
Mercantile Trust Co. — were 
found after her disappearance. 
The money was deposited by 
checks in March 1955. She was 
not known at the banks. 


Scott has been calm since be- 
ing held here, except for bris- 
tling when asked if he killed his 
wife. 

“T never thought of divorce,” 
he asserted. “We never had any 
arguments. We're not that kind 
of people.” 

He ate a ham sandwich and 
drank a glass of milk while FBI 
agents questioned him for an 
hour before the arraignment. 
The agents said he told them 
little.

Basis of Objection. 

The Senate Judiciary Com- 
mittee objected to the provision 
because it would have permit- 
ted guardianship funds to be 
invested in revenue bonds of 
the Bi-State Agency, Senator 
Floyd R. Gibson (Dem.), Inde- 
pendence, committee chairman, 
told the Post-Dispatch. 


He pointed out that Missouri 
law regulating the manner in 
which guardian funds can be 
invested is very stringent and 
may not be used to buy rev- 
enue bonds. The provision in 
the bill would have meant a 
departure from the state’s long- 
standing theory regarding the 
handling of such funds, Gibson 
said. 

He also stated the committee 
members felt the bill as intro- 
cuced violated the Missouri 
Constitution because it dealt 
with two distinct matters—a 
broadening of the Bi-State 
Agency’s authority and powers, 
and the manner in which its 
funds could be invested. 

The bill, which the agency 
has been trying to get passed 
for four years.-,would give it 
considerably “broader powers, 
including the right of condem- 
nation and the right to operate 
railroad facilities. 

One Profect Finished. 

The agency has completed 
only one project since its es- 
tablishment. That was the $1,- 
500,000 Missouri river wharf 
and terminal near Granite City. 
It has under consideration other 
projects for the St. Louis metro- 
politan area which have been 
delayed because of the situa- 
tion involving marketability of 
its bonds. 

At a recent hearing, L. J. 
Sverdrup of St. Louis, chair- 
man of the Bi-State Develop- 
ment Commission, told the Sen- 
ate committee the agency had 
great difficulty finding a buyer 
for its revenue bonds. 

Because the agency’s bonds 
are not negotiable, it had to pay 
434 per cent interest for those 
issued in connection with the 
wharf and terminal construc- 
tion, instead of 2% per cent, 
Sverdrup pointed out.

Father Condit re- 
lated. “and did not reappear 
until the following Sept. 1 In 
that time we were cut off from 
the outside world. No ship or 
airplane’ could reach us, nor 
could we have gotten away by 
any mea! 

69 Degrees Below. 


“The weather, of course, rep- 
resented our big problem. Dur- 
ing the long, dark winter, the 
temperature dropped to 69 de- 
grees below zero and stayed in 
the 60s below for two months, 
frequently accompanied by 
winds with velocities up to 90 
miles an hour. 

“Although our bodies had 
become _ well-accustomed to 
withstanding the extreme cold, 
when the wind kicked up bliz- 
zards, we were forced to remain 
inside our quarters, which con- 
sisted of a large aluminum 
building.”

Peak, Still a Lonely Site, Looks Down on Modern Israel and Jordan 


ACCORDING TO TRADITION, THE TEMPTATION OF CHRIST BY SATAN TOOK PART ON THIS MOUNTAIN, A FEW MILES FROM JERICHO 
IN MODERN JORDAN. CIRCLES SHOW {1) GROTTO WHERE CHRIST iS BELIEVED TO HAVE LIVED DURING HIS 40-DAY FAST AND WAS 
FIRST TEMPTED, AND (2) PEAK WHERE SATAN TEMPTED HIM THE SECOND TIME. 


On a solitary mountaintop in 
what once was Paléstine, a lone 
guard sits day and night gazing 
down on Jordan and Israel. Ac- 
cording to tradition, the spot 
he guards was the scene of the 
showdown between Christ and 
Satan which came at the end 
of Christ’s 40-day fast. Here 
is a report on a modern visit to 
the site of that famous Biblical 
drama. It is the third in a 
series of articles on famous 
sites in the Holy Land.

W HEN Christ was shown “all 


The peak tis called’ the 
“Mount of Temptation” by 
those who live here. From its 


summit you can't see all che 
world, but the mountain offers 
a glimpse of two independent 
countries, Jordan and Israel, 


and enough of a view to be 
tempting. 

It is generally agreed that 
the temptation of Christ by 
Satan occurred immediately 
after His baptism, when He was 
“led by the spirit into the wil- 
derness” for a fast of 40 days. 
Local traditions say He spent 
this time in a limestone cave 
on the side of the Mount of 
Temptation. 


The mountain stands at the 
edge of a mountain range not 
far from the site of the sacred 
baptism in the Jordan river. 
The mountain overlooks Jericho 
but is so barren and uninviting 
that a person seeking solitude 
will find this an ideal place for 
meditation even today. 

A road from Jericho halts at 
the foot of the Mount of Temp- 
tation. The climb to the top is 
made on foot. A rocky footpath 
zigzags up the side of the 
conical-shaped peak. 

Halfway up, built into the 
rock, hangs a Greek Orthodox 
Monastery. The monastery al- 
most blends with its rock foun- 
dations except for the blue- 
domed bell towers that stand 
out from the cliff. 


Visitors are welcomed here 
by five monks who spend their 
lives working and praying. These 
monks live off the produce of 
their own farm down in the 


‘Jordan valley. 


The rock of the mountain 
forms one wall and most of the 
ceiling of the long, narrow mon- 
astery. Underneath a dome at 
one end of the building is a 
chapel and the grotto where 
Christ ig believed to have lived 
during Hig 40-day fast and 
where He was tempted the first 
time. A small, stone-héewn altar 
between two tall brass candle- 
sticks marks the exact. spot 
where Satan taunted the fam- 
ished Christ to turn stones into 
bread.

HEAVY iron gate opens 
through a rock wall to allow 
passage out of the monas- 

tery and on up the mountain 
toward the summit, where Christ 
was tempted for the second 
time. The monastery guards the 
approach to the top, since it 
stands astride the only path to 
the summit.

Thoughts on Septic Tanks. 


pretty horrid things abott 

septic tanks and to accuse 
them of getting out of order 
only when you have a house full 
of people or a very low bank 
account. Actually the average 
septic tank isn’t that smart and 
the only reason they become 
flooded is because they get too 
full of water. We find various 
reasons why this will occur. 

A septic tank will flood and 
fail to function if it becomes too 
full of solids and this is the 
reason why a tank should be 
cleaned out every two or three 
years. If the tank is a little too 
small for the job, it may be 
necessary to clean it at more 
frequent intervals. 

A septic tank will become 
flooded if the drain field which 
is attached to the tank becomes 
clogged with solids. This hap- 
pens when too much solid mat- 
ter is allowed to accumulate in 
the tank. The solids flow out of 
the tank and start clogging the 
drain tile in the drainage field. 
Pretty soon the field is clogged 
up and the tank stops working. 
Preventing too much accumula- 
tion of solids in the tank will 
prevent this happening. 

A tank will flood if too much 
water is poured into it and this 
often happens if the storm 
sewer from the house is run into 
the tank, Water from the house 
gutters should never be run into 
the tank because few if any 
septic tanks used for the home 
have the capacity to handle the 
hundreds of gallons of water 
that will flow through the gut- 
ters during a good heavy rain. 

Last but not least*a tank will 
flood if it’s far too small for 
the number of people fn the 
household and for the amount

Wise Use of Color

E careful of the color for 

bedspreads for. swing beds. 

When two beds fit side-by- 
side on a single headboard, the 
top of your bed can look pretty 
vast in a small room, even in a 
medium-sized room. Whether or 
not it will look wide-spreading 
and will crowd the room depends 
very much on the choice of color 
for the bedspreads. 

A bedspread color that con- 
trasts with the walls and floor 
makes the beds stand out, look 
enormous. The sharper the 
contrast, the larger the beds 
look. To cut down their appar- 
ent size, make the bedspread 
color the same as the walls and 
the floor. If this isn’t possible, 
make it the color of one or'the 
other, preferably of the floor.
